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The history of the English ccttonally both in man-power and money- 
trade in both the spinning and man- power to the winning of the war on 


ufacturing branches, since the cat- 
aclysm of war broke over Europe. 
is a history of difficulties feared 
and then surmounted, of dangers 
threatened and then avoided, and of 
new conditions producing unexpect- 
ed results. 

One of the greatest handicaps 
which seemed to face the trade a 
vear ago was that of scarcity of la- 
bor. The handieap has undoubted- 
ly existed throughouf the past 
twelve months, but the partial rec- 
ornition by the State of the impor- 
tance of maintaining our manufac- 


tured exports, combined with the 


introduction of female labor in oc- 
cupations previously engaged in 
chiefly by males, has had the effect 
of keeping up production on a scale 
which the most optimistic prophet 
could hardly have dared to fore- 
shadow. No actual statistics of 
spindles and looms idle or at work 
can be submitted, but it is stated 
by men who are in close fouch with 
the trade organizations that the ma- 
chinery at work at the beginning 
of 1917 is not less, but considerably 
more, than at the beginning of 1916. 
Another. ominous factor with 
which 1916 opened was that of cot- 
fon prices. The new crop of Amer- 
ica had jumped to about 18 cents a 
pound, after opening the year on a 
10 cent level. Yet we have seen 
American cotton above 25 cents a 
pound. 
Instead of disaster following a 


rise in prices, the high range of val- 


ues actually brought out heavy bus- 
iness for the Eastern markets, and 
af the moment the chief fear of the 
trade is that with orders booked 
for deliveries well into the New Year 
at high prices, a slump in the raw 
material may create difficulty in 
clearing the production on a cheap 
market. Soe much for the prophets 
of evil! 

The dearness of commodities other 


than the raw material of our indus- 


{ry has doubtless entailed a certain 
amount of financial stringency in 
places, buf there has been a com- 
plete freedom from important fail- 
ures. In spite of the ever-extending 
demands of the national exchequer, 
the withdrawal of so much of our 
man-power, record freight rates, 
and a constant interference (by the 
submarine activities) with our inter- 
national shipments inward and out- 
ward, the cotton spinning and weav- 
ing trades are stronger in a finan- 
Clal sense than they were before the 
war. They have contributed liber- 


the field of human strife, whilst do- 
ing something at the same time in 
the economic struggle, which is only 
secondary in importance to the man- 
to-man encounters in the trenches. 

To take the spinning industry 
first, ii must be admitted that a con- 
siderable section of the mills in 
South-East Lancashire have still to 
be enumerated in the non-dividend- 
paying class, but in many instances 
the failure is not due to immediate 
causes. . 

Jno. Kidger, of Oldham, whose an- 
nual review of the results of the 
mills in that district (chiefly spin- 
ning medium and coarse counts) is 
always of value to the trade, has 
shown that 140 companies which do 
not issue balance sheets paid divi- 
dends and bonuses averaging 10 1-2 
per cent whilst the net profits of 
100 mills whose actual figures were 
available averaged nearly 11 1-2 per 
cent. 

Undoubtedly the year is the best 
that spinners have enjoyed since 
1913. A great deal of capital in the 
spinning mills is, of course, on loan 
only, and this, being rewarded on a 
lower scale than the ordinary share 
capital, brings down the average re- 
turn on- the total capital employed. 

That the fine spinning mills did 
no less satisfactory business is 
shown by the results of the chief 
combine, which are already a mat-~ 
ter of financial history, and reports 
go to show that the immediate fu- 
ture of these concerns is guaran- 
teed by profitable contracts. 

Doublers have been kept exceed- 
ingly busy, largely on war work, and 
though the profits have in some in- 
stances been restricted, owing to the 
yovernment’s methods of buying, 
there is not so much room for gen- 
eral complaint. 


The manufacturing side of the 
trade is less easy to reckon up in 
regard to its financial results owing 
fo their private ownership, but for 
the greater part of the year all the 
looms which could be furnished 
with labor have been kept engaged. 
Blackburn has made up in some de- 
gree for the loss of some India bus- 
iness in shirtings and dhooties by 
turning on to bleaching goods for 
other outlets. Burnley is as busy as 
it has ever been on the production 
of printing cloths, and in the Cotne 
and Nelson districts the making of 
sateens and other finishing goods 
has been as brisk as it has been 
profitable. 

In some of the districts—Preston

amongst the number—the proximity 
of munitions works, in which the 
demand for women labor was suffi- 
ciently strong to bring the wages up 
to a high level, tended to restrict 
the available supply of weavers, but, 
having regard to all the factors, the 
production of cloth has been stead- 
ily maintained, and has more than 
kept pace at times with the dyeing, 
bleaching, and finishing works, 
which have this year taken up un- 
usually large proportion of the to- 
tal output of piece-goods. 


It is a tribute to the leaders of 
both capital and labor that in a 
lime of unrest over the rising cost 
of living and of anxiety about the 
future of the industry from the 
employer's viewpoint( no one being 
able to calculate where the advanc- 
ing cost of coal, mill furnishings, 
etc., would stop), the peaceful con- 
tinuance of the productive. activity 
of the industry should have suffered 
so little interference during the 
year. 


Having said so much of the past, 
a word as to the future may be add- 
ed. Undoubtedly the chief anxiety 
of the coming year is related to the 
cotton supply from the Southern 
States of America. About 
fourths of the cotton crop consum- 
ed in this country comes from Amer- 
ica, but the domestic consumption 
in the States is increasing rapidly. 

The American consumption in 
1913-14 was 5 1-2 million bales. In 
1914-15 it was six million bales, in 
last season it was 7 1-4 million bales, 
and in the present season (all the 
American mills being now in full 
work) the proportion of the total 
will no doubt be still higher. That 
the American can also manipulate 
the value of the balance for export 
they have more than once shown. 
The immediate urgency of the prob- 
lem of extending the operations of 
the British Cotton Growing Asso- 
ciation in the Empire itself is being 
gradually forced once more on the 
Lancashire people. It may be that 
the late Sir A. L. Jone’s forecast— 
fhat the day would come when 
America will want all her cotton 
for herself—is still a long way from 
fulfilment, but the Government 
eannot be allowed to overlook the 
obvious fact that the development 
of those Empire cotton fields’ in 
which the plant can be successfully 
cultivated is a paying proposition, 
as well as a self-preservation pol- 
icy. 

That the 1916-17 crop of America 
will be sufficient for the world’s 
needs is not by any means positive- 


three-_ 


ly assured. Mr. Hester, the well-in- 
formed secretary of the New Or- 
leans Exehange put the carry-over 
from the 1914 crop at about two 
millions of which one million bales 
came into the commercial crop of 
the following season. That leaves 
possibly a million to be added to 
this year’s supply. Professor Todd 
suggests that this, with the present 
crop, is not likely to be enough to 
meet the year’s consumption. On 
the other hand, Messrs. Neill Bros.’s 
circular estimated for a carry-over 


at the end of this season and, of 


course, we all expect a big increase 
in acreage for next year. 


Taking the cloth market as a 
whole, during the year just ended 
fhe review must be considered a 
satisfactory one in most respects. 
Grey goods have constantly suffered 
from lack of demand, and stocks of 
them abroad appear to have been 
kept very low, especially in China. 
On the other hand, their place has 
been taken to a large extent by 
goods for bleaching, printing, dye- 
ing, or finishing, and these, of 


course, provide more labor, and are | 


more valuable as exchange com- 
modities. 

New competition is arising in the 
Far Eastern markets, and Lanca- 
shire must adapt itself to the con- 
ditions. Meanwhile, it is encourag- 
ing to note that the piece-goods ex- 
ported were, both as regards bulk 
and value, larger in the year just 
ended than they were in 1945. — 

On the other hand, the yarn ex- 
ports for the 12 months were 172,- 
{92,800 pounds, as compared with 
188,178,700 pounds in 1915, and in or- 
der to find an increase we have lo 
look af values, which were, in 1946, 
$65,281,018, and in 1915 $50,134,333. 


Evidence of reduced exports of 
yarn to Egypt, to India, and to China 
is afforded by the detailed statistics, 
and in some respects the record is 
disquieting. ‘Ten years ago China 
was faking from us yarn shipments 
in millions of pounds where she is 
now taking in hundreds of thous- 
ands. Egypt is now importing from 
us about one-third the weight she 
was then shipping from this coun- 
(ry. At the same time, India is now 
not only providing more freely for 


herself, but is also selling in’ the> 
China market, where also Japan is” 


now a competitor. 


On the whole, however, having re- 
gard to the constant difficulties 
placed in the way of those who have 
to get licenses for the shipment of

CHAPTER SEVENTEEN, 
NORTHROP LOOM. 

The Northrop loom is a bobbin changing loom, the bobbin being 
changed while the loom is i operation, The foreing of the empty 
bobbin out of the shuttle and the placing of a full bobbin in the shuttle 
while the loom is in operation requires every part fo be set and adjusted 
correctly. 

When filling feeler motion is not used, motion is imparted from 
fingers in contact with the filling fork slide to the working parts for 
iransferring the- full bobbin to’ shuttle. Fig. 36 illustrates these parts. 
When filling breaks, the filling fork slide is pulled back and beimg in 
eontact with the finger on starting rod, will turn the starfing rod mto 
operative position. The shuttle at thig time is traveling to the lapper 
side of the loom to be in position to receive a fresh bobbin. ‘The bobbins 
in hopper being in position, the bobbin to be transferred will be resting

yarns, the trade has been well main-

Russia has been a big customer, the 
Dutch have taken freely, and the 
Seandinavian countries have = in- 
ereased their buying of Laneashire 
varns. Altogether, therefore, the 
under-manned spinning and doubling 
mills, in keeping so elose to the 
total exports of 1915, must be re- 
garded as having done the most that 
could be expected of them in forg- 
ing the silver bullets which are es- 
sential to the financing of the war. 

That the yardage of piece-goods 
should have been not only maintain- 
ed, but. actually. inereased im spite

thanges in Cotton Goods Trade of 
Venezuela. 


The . outstanding feature of the 
Venezuelan import statisties for the 
first half of 1916 is the surprising 
increase in purchases of cotton 
goods, cotton knitted goods, and 
thread and yarn. Values of these, 
as compared with the first six 
months of 1915, have doubled, and 
thal the increase is not solely due 
fo higher prices is shown by the 
figures.as fo weights which are: For 
cotton knitted goods, 43;847 kilos 
‘kilo equals 2.2046 pounds) and 107,- 
405 kilos for the first six months of 
1915 and 1916 respectively; and for 
cotton textiles, 1,416,744. kilos and 
2,389,244 kilos for the respective per- 
iods. 

American knitting mills increased 
their sales during the period under 
review, almost multiplying them 
by 15, but their Spanish competitors 
sold more than twice as much in 
lotal value and made a much larger 
actual, if not relative, gain. Sales 
of American cotton textiles rose by 
$400,000, but British mills shipped 
$670,000 worth more than the pre- 
vious year. In thread and -yarn, it 


appears that even under present 
circumstances American spinners 


can not suecessfully compete with 
British, Spanish, or Italian spinners. 
These figures show clearly enough 
that, alfhough conditions are very 


favorable for the exportation of 
American. textiles to Venezuela

Cotton Opening. 
Editor: 

To maintain a geod, even lap on 
breaker pickers, it is best to select 
a large mixing, say 34 to 36 bales of 
¢olton. ‘Tear the first. bale into 
small tufis and spread if over. as 


large a space as posible. Spread the 
second bale over this, then the 


third and so on. Then to feed the 
pener, the cotton should. be taken 
from. the top to bottom layers. In 
{his manner we get an average mix- 
ing. The top from the breaker 
picker will be more even. 

Fhe apron on the mtermediate 
picker should be perfectly free in 
action. In other words there should 
be no strain on the laps whatever.

Utilization of Textile Fibres in Ar- 
gentina. 


The representatives of the Scandi- 
navian capitalists, now stated to be 
a Danish syndicate, who recently ap- 
plied for a concession of Govern- 
ment lands for the installation of 
a manufactory of sisal twine, cord- 
age, bagging, sacks, and similar prod- 
ucts, have presented another note to 
the Argentine Government. The 
note stated that the factory will 
have a capital of at least 100,000 
paper pesos ($42,500) and applies for 
a concession of 20,000 hectares (1 
hectare=2.47 acres) of Government 
land in the Chaco Territory about 
50 miles from the mouth of the 
Bermejo River. The syndicate asks 
for an option to purchase half of 
this traet after occupation under 
lease for five years. It offers to 
deposit 20,000 paper pesos ($8,500) as 
a guaranty, this amount to be re- 
turned after the investment of. an 
equivalent sum or upon the official 
recognition of the legal status of the 
undertaking. The remaining 80,000 
paper pesos will be invested before 
the expiration of the lease. ‘The 
syndicate undertakes to install the 
necessary buildings and machinery 
within two ears after receiving its 
concession. ‘From tatest reports it 
appears thal the syndicate proposes 
to utilize flax straw, in addition to 
native fibres such as the “caragua- 
fa” and “caranday.”—-Commerce -Re- 
ports.

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Cotton Goods Report 


New York.—Business in the cotton 
goods markets was slow during the 
week, and the chief center of inter- 
est was again Government buying. 
Several causes have worked togeth- 
er to check the movement of goods 
in the hands of mills and whole- 
salers. In many section of the coun- 
try, weather conditions have been 
unfavorable and consumer’s have 
held off, and the advice given out 
so generally that people ought to 
economize has checked buying. 
The price of foodstuffs, according to 
many retailers, has had a very ad- 
verse influence on the buying of dry 
goods, 

Handlers of cotton goods are be- 


coming more and more impressed . 
’ with the number of lines which are 


going to be needed by the Govern- 
ment. Besides the more staple lines, 
such as duck, drills, denims, etc., 
orders are being placed for tick- 
ings, sheets, pillow cases and bed- 
spreads. A great quantity of cot- 
ton goods will also be needed for 
surgical dressings. It was reported 
that Government agents were here 
during the week to find out how 
many looms could be apportioned 
for the production of heavy cotton 
goods. 

During the week the leading lines 
of 44 bleached goods were moved 
up half a cent a yard and there were 
also. advances on some of the finer 
bleached goods. Southern mills ad- 


vanced tickings 2 cents a yard. 


The sales of brown sheetings for 
the last two weeks have been large. 
The goods were mainly taken by 
the bag trade and are wanted for 
August to January delivery. Quo- 
tations on spot goods continued firm 
at the high figures reached this 
year although on contracts conces- 
sions of a quarter cent were ob- 
tained, 


Finished goods under contract are 
moving as fast as the congested 
transportation facilities will permit, 
but only a very limited amount of 
new business came in, aside from 
Government orders. Eastern finish- 
ers have advanced their charges an- 
cher 40 per cent. Well known lines 


f bleached goods continue to ad- 


vanee and all colored goods are very 
firm. A large buying movement con - 
finues in printed goods of patriotic 
design. Standard prints sold out of 
stock last week on the basis of 9 
cents. but all orders for future de- 
livery were taken at value. 

There was very little change in 
the export situation during — the 
week. - The best demand continues 
to ¢come from Mexico. That coun- 
Iry sent in a brisk demand for a 


general line of dry goods and eot- 


tons. Buyers representing Mexican 
houses are in-the market from week 
fo week for supplies. Other coun- 
tries in Central and South America 


are taking some supplies but none 
of their purchases have been as 


large as Mexico's. 

Reports from Fall River stafe that 
trading was only fair for the week. 
There was some demand for 36- 
inch goods for bandages and some of 


the mills have secured a large amount 
of business on these goods. Manu- 
facturers say that buyers are still 
interested in wide counts and full 
prices are insisted for in all cases. 
While the narrow goods end of the 
market is ot very active, there was 
enough buying to keep it from being 
described as dull. Sateens, _twills 
and specialties sold fairly well dur- 
ing the week. The best demand was 
for goods made of print cloth yarn.

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Philadelphia, Pa—No further ac- 
tivity was noted in the cotton yarn 
market last week and there was 
a continuation of the quiet that has 
been in evidence for the past few 


weeks, There is some difference of 
opinion as to whether the dullness 


in buying is due to the high prices ; 


prevailing, or to the fact that the 
manufacturers have already made 
large yarn purcheses. The general 


opinion seems to tend toward the 
latter cause, as the explanation of 


the lull, Prices are holding very 
firm and very few concessions have 
been allowed. Spinners as a whole, 
are as firm as ever in their asking 
prices. 


Users of carded yarns are very 


‘busy at present on orders already 
’ hooked, but are not getting much 
new business. 


Ordinarily such a 
condition would push yarn prices 
down, but manufacturers remain 
firm despite the small buying. The 
coarse numbers of. carded knitting 
varns have been in very light de- 
mand for several weeks. They sold 


on the basis of 34 1-2 cents fo 37 


cents for May and July delivery, but 
no large sales were reported. Sales 
of Southern 20s cones were made al 
38 1-2 eents and 39 cents for May 
and June delivery. Sales of 24s were 
made at 42 and 43 1-2. cents. 
Combed yarns were fairly active 
during the week and an upward 
tendency was noticeable. Prices on 
almost all numbers continued = to 
crow firmer, especially on single 


yarns for underwear manufacture. 


While quetations still show a con- 
siderable variation, they are becom- 
ing more uniform, although condi- 
tions govern prices to a great ex- 
tent. Mills are very firm and are 
of the opinion that prices are going 
higher still. The coarser numbers 
were in better demand than the 
Combed mercerized yarns are 
expected to become active again 


within a short time and this will 


materially strengthen the position of 


combed yarns.
